DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title, application and commencement.—(1) These 
rules may be called the Cantonments (Form of Annual Report 
on Cantonment Administration) Rules, 1986, 

(2) These rules shall apply to all the Cantonments in 
India. 

(3) They shall come into iorce on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Offleial Gazette. 

2. Definitions:— 

(a) ‘‘Act” means the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 
1924). 

(b) “Director" means the Director, Defence Lands and 
Cantonments the Command and mefudes Joint 
Director, Deputy Director and Assistant Director, 

(c) “Director General” means the Director General ap¬ 
pointed as such by the Central Government for the 
Lands and Cantonments Department, Ministry of 
Defence and includes Additional Director General, 
Deputy Director General, Assistant Director Gene¬ 
ral and Deputy Assistant Director General. 

(d) “Form" means the form annexed to these rules. 

3. Form of report.—A rejKirl by the Officer deputed under 
Section 47 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), shall 
be made annually in the case of each Cantonment to the 
Central Government or ihe Director General or the Officer 
Commanding in-Chief, the Command or the Director, Defence 
Lands and Cantonments (the Command) or the Deputy or 
Assistant Director Defence Land and Cantonments (the 
Command) in the form annexed. 

4. Follow up action,—^Wherever the report has been ob¬ 
tained by the Officer Commanding-in-Chief, the Command 
or the Director shall be render a monthly report to Central 
Government or Director General of the follow up action 
taken on the recommendations of the Inspecting Officer and 
shall carry out all orders' issued by the Central Government 
or the Director General.
